Chicago, May ll.—A terrific explosion 
of natural gas at 1:15 this morning

Flames 
broke out immediately, and twelve peo­

F irst there was a slight report, then an­ 
other which sounded like the firing of 
a company of soldiers. 
The building

thousands of fragm ents, and in a mo­ 
m ent flames commenced to pour. from 
the ■windows of the saloon. At 2 o’clock 
It was discovered th a t a night barten­ 
der, whose last nam e was not known, 
had not been seen since the explosion

One Man Dead and Several Others

four of them probably in a fatal man­ 
ner, occurred in a rooming house at 
No. IO Sherman street, at 1:15 this 
morning.

of Trade building. The first floor was 
oecupied as a saloon by H. Happel, 
and the floors above used aa a cheap 
hotel and rooming house by August 
Michael, who jumped and was fatally 
hurt. 
One dead man was found in a 
front room, and two others badly 
burned and nearly suffocated. 
In an­ 
other room was found a daughter of 
Michael, and in other rooms and in 
the hallway, five men, one of them 
dying. 
A Village Wiped Out. 
Rochester, N. 
Y., May l l .—The 
village of Oakfield, a few miles from 
Batavia, was entirely destroyed by 
fire this morniog and there rumors of 
lives being lost. The fire started at 2 
o’clock a. rn. and swept all before it, 
Buffalo being asked to send assist­ 
ance. 
Fields about the burning vil 
lags are filled with refugees who have 
saved nothing from the flames.

Seventy Five Dollar Cablegram Used 
to Close the Contract W ith the 
Frenchman Who Own The Patents 
—Firm is Strong enoagh to Com. 
pete With the Monopoly. 
Madison, May l l —[Special]—The 
famous Milde “ long distance micro 
phone,” which is said to be destined 
to replace the Bell telephone, ie to be 
controlled exclusively by a company 
formed in this city. The deal with the 
Frenoh company owning the patents 
was closed this morning by a seventy- 
five dollar eiblegram from the French 
company, containing 
the contract. 
The new company is backed by capital 
large enough to allow it to compete 
#ith the great monopoly, the Bell Tel­ 
ephone Company. 
The microphone 
has been in use in Europe for seven 
years, and its success is proved. 
It 
has been used by the French, British, 
Italian, Spanish and South American 
governments, and by private compa­ 
nies in Europe. The company is to be 
known as the “ Standard Telephone 
and Electric Company of Minneapolis,” 
and the officers are as follows: 
President, P. L. Spooner, Madison. 
Vice President, B. B. Clarke, Madi­ 
son. 
Secretary, E. L. Bachelder, Minne­ 
apolis. 
Large capitalists in Minnesota and 
Wisconsin are backing the scheme, 
aud it will cut down the telephone 
rates everywhere by competing with 
the Bell company.

New York, May ll.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“The event of the week is the de­

caused by enormous sales 
of 
bonds 
abroad. Besides 
a sale of $10,000,000 
M anhattan and other railroad bonds 
through the syndicate large purchases 
on foreign account have been made for 
some weeks, so th at the aggregate 
probably exceeds $50,000,000 
since the 
sale of governments. Safety for the 
Bummer means much for all business, 
and the syndicate deems it so fully as­ 
sured th at it distributes 40 per cent of 
the money advanced by its associates. 
which relieves a large am ount to stim ­ 
ulate operations in securities and prod­ 
ucts. 
“Crop prospects also have greatly im­ 
proved and this is of still higher im­ 
portance, as it will do much to deter­ 
mine the character and volume of all 
business after 
summer 
uncertainties 
are over. In addition business is reviv­ 
ing, although the gain in great indus­ 
tries is retarded by many strikes. Sales 
of wheat for the week have been 34,- 
000,000 bushels against 
95.000.000 the 
previous week and 81,000,000 the week 
before, but Thursday brought new ac­ 
tivity. W heat had fallen 2% cents but 
rose 2 cents th at day. W estern re­ 
ceipts 
are 
1,467,169 
bushels, against 
1,261,764 last year, and Atlantic exports, 
flour included, 1,615,051 bushels, against 
2,214,041 last year. In three weeks since 
the rise in wheat these exports have 
been 5,160,121 bushels, against 7,849,971 
last year. Pork has fallen 25 cents per 
barrel, lard 20. and hogs 30 cents per 
hundred pounds. 
“The output of iron still exceeds the 
consumption. 
Bessemer pig has been 
raised to $10.90 at Pittsburg and 
the 
general demand for finished products 
does not equal the recent output, but is 
distinctly increasing, bars and sheets 
sellng more largely, though structural 
specifications are disappointingly slow. 
The noteworthy gain is in orders for 
steel rails, 30,000 tons for the Pennsyl­ 
vania and 50,000 for a W estern 
road. 
Coke production still lessens, 6,732 tons 
for the week and 36,356 or 23 per cent in 
the last three weeks.

raised to 14.4 cents and copper to 10*6 
by increasing demand. 
“Sales of wool for the week are less 
than in 1892, but larger than in the last 
two years, though prices do not 
rise. 
R ather more demand appears for men’s 
woolens, but cancellations are also more 
numerous, and imports of woolen goods 
with w ithdraw als from 
warehouses 
were about $19,000,000 In the first quarter 
of the year against $5,000,000 last year.

May ll.—The backbone of 
the strike at the South Chicago steel 
works wras broken yesterday by

Mr. W alker says the works will open

Many Weavers Shat Oat. 
Norristown, Pa., May ll.—Over 900 
wage-earners in mills at Norristown 
and Bridgeport are in idleness owing 
to strikes at the Woodstock woolen mills 
and Rambo & Regier’s stocking factory 
in this town and a shut-down of the en­ 
tire plant of the Jam es Lee’s Sons Co. 
in Bridgeport. The weavers asked for 
the restoration of a 20 per cent reduc­ 
tion. 
The company offered to restore 
IO per cent but this was refused, so the 
men quit work. Last week IOO girls and 
boys struck for an increase in wages. 
The hands were notified that commenc­ 
ing next Monday the wages would be 
increased to those prevailing previous 
to the reduction of 1894. 
Despite this 
concession there w’as a demand for 
larger advances, so the firm decided to 
close down indefinitely.
